Unfortunate- 
ly our assistants are not so familiar with the names a 
addresses of the parents or relatives of the men who have 
fallen. 

We can assure you, however, that in 
the future we will try to overcome this difficu ty, by 
addressing eae letter to the "nearest relatives of the 
Late '- => = " or by endeavouring to learn in some way, 
the name ot the next of kin.

As you are aware there has been for a 
long time discontent among the teachers of History in 
the Secondary Schools in regard to the lack of encourage- 


ment given by the University to this subject. At th

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last meeting of the Senate I gave notice of a motion to 
equalize History with French and English in the competi- 
tion for scholarships. Since then I have had a confer- 
ence with the High School representatives and the teach- 
ers of English and History in the University and in the 
Toronto Secondary Schools with the result that I am re- 
quested to try to effect two things. One is that of 
which I have already given notice in the Senate; the 
other relates to scholarships. There are now four schol- 
arships for Classics and Modern Languages taken together 


at the entrance examination. It is now 


proposed that two 


of these shall be appropriated, one to Classies and 
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History, the other to Modern Languages and History. 
I do not think that there will be any serious oppo- 


sition to these changes and I hope you will support them. 


I propose, in addition, to have Honour History put among

the subjects for entrance requirements to Honour Courses | 
notably English and History and ilodern History. These 


changes, if carried out will, I think, remove any grdaund 
for discontent in the schools.

I am going to ask you to enlighten me on the signif-

he established a graduating course in Honours called Political 


Science. The three groups of studies were Political “economy, His- 


tory and Law. This was the day of small things and Ashley was 
Professor of Political Economy and Constitutional 
dition he took what was called Political Theory. When I was 
pointed Professor of History T had no authority in respect to Con- 
stitutional History; since then, however, it has been handed over 
to me. We still use the term Political Science for the Honour 
Course which I have described. But Political Science is also fre- 
quently confused with Political Economy and thus the term is used 
here in two senses neither of which coincides with usage in the 
United States. Will you tell me what you understand by the term 


Political Science and also in what way Political
